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REMARKS 

By this supplemental amendment, claim 1 has been amended; and claims 2 and 
4-8; continue unamended; and claim 3 was previously canceled. This supplemental 
amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed September 25, 2003. Further, 
the arguments presented herein are intended to be used in conju ■ ction with the 
arguments of the previously filed response. 

In response to the Office Action, the Applicants, through thsir representative, 
contacted the Examiner on October 17. 2003. During the Inter*- v. the Examiner 
indicated that all that was necessary was for the Applicants to inc cate where in the 
Applicants' specification support could be found for the amendments to the claims.
